Onethousaml  eight  hundred  and  eighty-two,  were  issued 
incorporating  certain  pieces  of  land  thei’cin  j-eferi'ed  to,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  as 
a Municipality,  under  the  “ Municipality  Act,  LS(S1.”  under  the  provisions  in  the  said 
Letters  Patent  contained  or  referred  to,  and  under  the  name  and  style  of  “The  Cor- 
poration of  the  'fownship  of  Maple  Ridge.” 

And  whereas  a surrender  of  the  said  Letters  Pate.nt  has  been  made  and  accepted 
by  the  Lieutenant-Govei-nor  of  Our  said  Pj-ovince: 

And  whereas  the  said  Letters  Patent  have  been  and  are  hereby  cancelled: 

And  whereas  the  Honourable  Hugh  Nelson,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Our  Pro- 
vince hath,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  powei’s  and  authorities  by  law  conferred  upon 
him,  by  Order  in  Council,  directed  that  all  tho.se  pieces  of  land  hereinafter  more  par- 
ticularly described,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  should,  from  and  after  the  date  hereof, 
be  incorporated  as  a Municipality,  under  the  provisions  of  the  “Municipality  Act, 
1881,”  and  amending  Acts,  and  under  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained  or  referred  to. 

NOW  KNOW  YE  that,  by  these  presents.  We  do  hereby  Order  and  Proclaim 
that  the  said  pieces  of  land  hereinafter  more  particularly  described,  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  shall,  from  and  after  the  date  hereof,  be  incorporated  as  a Municipality,  under 
and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  and  Amending  Acts,  and  under  and 
subject  to  the  provdsions  hereinafter  contained  or  referred  to. 

The  said  Municipality  shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  “The 
Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Maple  Ridge.” 

The  boundaries  of  the  said  Municipality  are  hereby  proclaimed  to  be,  and  shall, 
unless  altered  according  to  law,  be  as  follows: — 

Commencing  at  a point  where  the  line  between  Sections  3 and  4,  Towmship  No. 
15,  intersects  the  right  bank  of  Stave  River;  thence  following  the  meanderings  of  the 
right  banks  of  Stave  and  Eraser  Rivers  to  the  north-east  corner  of  Lot  467,  Gi’oup  1, 
near  the  mouth  of  Pitt  River ; thence  due  north,  along  the  coast  meridian  line,  to  a 
point  half-a-iidle  due  north  of  the  south-we.st  corner  of  Section  G,  Township  No.  40  ; 
thence  due  east  3 miles ; thence  due  south  10  chains,  more  or  less,  to  a point  half-a- 
mile  due  north  of  the  south-west  corner  of  Section  3,  Township  No.  40;  thence  due  east 
1 2 miles,  more  or  less,  to  a point  half-a-mile  due  north  of  the  north-east  corner  of 
Section  33,  Township  No.  15;  thence  due  south  6 miles  and  22  ®®/ioo  chains,  more  or 
less,  to  the  point  of  commencement,  and  more  particularly  described  on  the  map 
hereunto  annexed  and  coloured  red. 

The  Council  shall  con.sist  of  Five  Councillors  and  a Reeve,  and  the  whole  number 
present  at  each  meeting  thereof  shall  not  be  less  than  four. 

The  nomination  shall  take  place,  and  the  poll,  if  any,  shall  be  held  at  the  Town 
Hall,  Maple  Ridge. 

The  nomination  for  the  first  election  of  Councillors  shall  be  on  the  ninth  day  of 
January,  1888,  at  12  o’clock  noon;  and  the  polling,  if  any,  shall  be  on  the  twelfth  day 
of  January,  1888,  and  shall  continue  for  one  day  only;  and  the  poll  shall  be  kept  open 
between  the  hours  of  10  a.m.  and  4 P.M.,  and  John  McKenney,  Esq.,  of  Maple  Ridge 
shall  be  the  Returning  Officer  thereat. 
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At  least  ten  days’ notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  nomination  and  of  holding  of 

the  poll,  if  any,  shaft  be  given  by  the  said  Returning  Officer;  such  notice  to  be  posted 
during  that  period  on  the  outei'  door  of  the  .siiid  bchool  House. 

The  Returnino-  Officer  shall,  on  the  day  of  nomination,  at  noon,  announce  the 
names  of  the  persons  put  in  nomination  in  that  behalf  as  candidates  for  the  office  of 
Reeve  and  Councillors,  as  prescribed  by  the  “Municipality  Act,  1881,”  and  Amending 

Acts. 

At  the  close  of  the  time  for  nominating  the  candidate.s,  the  Returning  Officer 
shalldeliver  to  every  candiilate,  or  agent  of  a candidate,  applying  for  the  same,  a duly 
certified  list  of  the  names  of  the  several  candidates  who  shall  have  lieen  nominated; 
and  any  votes  given  at  the  election  for  any  other  candidates  than  those  so  nominated 
shall  be  null  and  void. 

If,  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  aijpointed  for  the  election  as  afori'said,  no  more 
candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are  vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  forthwith  declare  the  candidates  who  may  stand  nominated  to  be  electt^d, 
and  return  their  names  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Supreme  Court. 


No  speeches  or  interruption  to  the  proceedings  of  nominating  candidates  at  the 
hustings  shall  be  permitted  by  the  Returning  Officer  between  the  reading  of  the  notice 
of  election  and  the  closing  of  the  proceedings  on  nomination  <lay  by  the  Returning 
Officer. 

If,  at  the  expiration  of  such  time,  more  candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are 
vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  pursuant  to  the  “Municipality 
Act,  1881,”  and  Amending  Acts,  declare  the  names  of  the  candidates,  and  publicly  pro- 
claim the  day  previously  stated  in  his  proclamation,  and  the  place  or  places  at  which 
the  poll  .shall  be  so  opened  in  the  Municipality,  or  in  each  polling  place  in  the  Munici- 
pality (as  the  ca.se  may  be),  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  v ites  of  the  electors  accord- 
ing to  law;  and  shall  then  adjourn  the  election,  and,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 
the  said  Act,  .shall  take  a poll  b}-  ballot,  and  shall  cau.se  to  be  posted  up  notices  of  his 
having  granted  such  poll,  indicating  the  names,  I'esidences,  and  occupations  of  the 
candidate.s  so  nominated,  in  the  order  in  which  they  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot 
papers,  which  notices  .shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  nomination,  be  placarded  in 
all  the  places  where  the  proclamation  for  the  election  was  posted  up.

MUNICIPAL  BY-LAWS. 


BY-LAW  No.  49. 

to  tfrjinr  certain  jire  flniits  in  the  i'it»j  of 
i’a neon antf  r^ajatati mj  thr  ••rer.tion  of  hnil.d- 
In'js  tfirrrin. 

WHEREA.S  it  1ms  been  found  exiiedit-nt  and 
necussary  to  define  certain  fire-limits  in  the 
City  of  Vancouver,  and  to  regulate  the  ei-cctioii  of 
buildings  therein. 

Therefore  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of 
Vancouver  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  “fire-limits”  of  the  City  shall  be  as  follows: 
Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  a line  drawn 
parallel  to  Columbia  Avenue,  at  a distance  of  100 
feet  theiadrom  on  the  east  si<le,  with  the  shore  of  Bnr- 
rard  Inlet ; thence  south,  following  the  said  line, 
which  is  di.stant  100  feet  on  the  east  side  of  Columbia 
Avenue,  to  the  shore  of  False  Creek  ; thence  westerly 
along  the  shore  of  False  Creek  to  a point  lOf)  feet  west 
of  Carrall  Street;  thence  north,  along  a line  100  feet 
west  of  Carrall  .Street,  to  the  intersection  of  the  lane 
between  Hastings  and  Fender  Streets,  produced  east- 
erly ; thence  westerly  along  the  line  of  said  lane  pro- 
duced, and  following  the  lane  between  Hastings  and 
Fender  Streets  to  the  east  boundary  of  Lot  16,  Block 
‘20,  Subdivision  of  Lot  No.  541;  thence  south-we.sterly, 
by  a direct  line,  to  the  northern  end  of  the  l ine  be- 
tween Granville  and  Seymour  Streets;  thence  souther- 
ly along  said  lane  to  Robson  Street ; thence  westerly, 
along  Robson  Street, to  the  lane  between  Granville  and 
Howe  Stre  ts ; thence  northerly,  along  said  lane,  to 
the  south-east  corner  of  Lot  5,  Block  .32  ; thence  in  a 
direct  line  to  the  south-east  corner  of  Lot  5,  Block  22; 
thence  westerly,  along  the  lane  between  Hastings  and 
I’ender  Streets',  to  Howe  Street ; thence  northerly, 
along  the  east  side  of  Howe  Street,  to  its  intersection 
with  the  south  side  of  Cordova  Street,  produced  west- 
erly ; thence  easterly,  along  Cordova  Street,  Water 
Street  and  Alexander  Street,  to  a point  100  feet  east 


of  Columbia  Avenue  ; and  embracing  a strip  50  feet 
in  width  on  the  north  aide  of  Cordova,  Water  and 
Alexander  Streets. 

2.  No  building  shall  hereafter  be  erected  within  the 
said  “fire-limits”  unless  a permit  for  the  erection 
thereof  shall  have  tirst  been  obtained  from  the  Board 
of  Works  of  said  City. 

3.  Whenever  the  owners  of  a majority  of  the  street 
frontage  of  any  block  or  .square,  which  is  not  included 
within  the  lire-limits  as  prescribed  by  this  By-Law, 
shall  present  to  the  Board  of  Works  of  said  City  a 
plot  of  such  block  Ol-  square,  designating  the  owners 
(if  known)  of  each  and  every  lot  oi-  jiart  thereof,  to- 
Igether  with  a statement  in  writing,  signed  by  the 
jowner.-,  or  their  lawful  attorneys,  of  a majority  of 
I such  strei.-t  frontage,  stating  the  fact  of  such  owner- 
ishii>,  and  that  they,  such  owners,  desire  that  such 
I block  or  square  shall  be  included  within  the  fire-limits 
jof  saiil  Cit^,  lb  shall  be  the  iluty  oi  the  said  Board  to 
.investigate  the  said  statement,  and  if  they  find  that 
such  statement  has  been  signed  by  a majority  of  the 
! owners,  or  their  lawful  attorneys,  of  the  street  front- 
age of  said  bloek  or  square,  the  said  Board  shall  so 
I certify  on  such  written  statement,  and  shall  cause 
I such  statement  and  plot  to  be  filed  in  the  City  Clerk’s 
j office. 

j 4.  lire  City  Clerk  shall  thereupon  give  a notice  in 
one  of  the  daily  newspapers  published  in  the  said 
City,  that  such  bloek  or  square  has  been  admitted 
'within  the  fire  limits  of  the  .said  City,  and  is  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law. 

! 5.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  statement  and  plot  so 

certified  with  the  City  Clerk,  and  the  publication  of 
such  notice  for  the  same  time  as  re(juired  for  the  pub- 
lication of  this  By-Law,  the  fire-limits  oi  the  said 
City  shall  be  held  to  be  extended  so  as  to  include  such 
block  or  square,  and  all  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law 
shall  extend  to  and  be  in  force  so  far  as  such  bloek  or 
square  is  concerned. 

• structure  of  any  kind  or  descrip- 

tion shall  be  erected  or  constructed  witliin  the  fire- 
liimts  as  defined  in  section  one  of  this  By-I.aw,  unless 
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the  outside  und  party  walls  shall  he  composed  of  brick, 
stone,  iron  or  other  incombustible  material,  and  all 
buildings  which  shall  or  may  hereafter  be  erected  or 
constructed  within  said  tire-limits  shall  have  front  and 
rear  walls  of  not  less  than  one  foot  in  thickness,  and 
if  any  building  shall  he  more  tlian  two  stories  in 
height  (above  t lie  b.'isoment)  the  front  and  rear  walls 
of  the  basement  anil  liist  storey  sliall  be  not  less  than 
sixteen  inches  in  thickness,  and  the  front  and  real- 
walls  of  the  stories  above  the  second  shall  be  not  less 
than  twilve  indies  in  thickness,  and  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  front  wall  shall  ext  -nil  at  h ast  eighteen 
inches  above  the  roof. 

7.  Provided  that  buildings  erected  and  used  as 
dwellings  only  m.ay  be  con.structed  with  walls  of 
non-conibustib!e  materials  in  all  cases  four  inches 
le.ss  in  thickness  than  is  hereby  above  specified; 
and  iirovided  further,  that  any  building,  cottage, 
or  barn  on.-  or  two  storys  in  height  may  be  built  with 
w.alls  not  less  than  eight  inches  thick,  and  that 
brick  buildings  for  dwelling  hous-.-s  of  one  or  two 
storys,  not  e.xceeding  twenty'  feet  in  height,  with  walls 
resting  on  wooden  sills,  placed  not  to  exceed  one  foot 
above  the  ground,  may  be  erected  on  streets  where 
there  are  no  sewers. 

8.  No  building  which  may  be  crecteil  within  the  lire 
limits  shall  have  any  b.ay  or  oriel  window  constructed 
of  wood,  exti  nding  over  three  feet  above  the  floor  of 
the  third  story  of  said  building,  and  no  cornice  of  w'ood 
shall  b ■ placed  on  any  building  over  two  storys  in 
height,  not  counting  the  basement,  if  any,  as  i :ie 
story.  All  chimneys  shall  be  erected  at  least  three  feet 
aliovc  the  roof;  felt  tar  or  composition  roofing  may  be 
allowed  in  the  construction  and  erection  of  liuildings 
within  the  tire  limits,  jirovided  such  felt  shall  be 
covered  with  distilled  rooting  cement  or  other  eiiually 
uon-inllannnable  material,  and  well  covered  with 
gravel  or  other  incombustihle  material. 

!>.  If  a Fr,  nch  or  mansard  roof  be  placed  on  any 
building,  the  same  shall  be  constiucted,  as  to  its  out- 
side surface,  of  lire-;  roof  or  non-ignitable  material. 

10.  No  wooden  building,  or  part  of  building,  within 
the  lire  limits  prescribed  in  section  one  of  this  by-law 
shall  be  raised,  enlarged,  or  repaired,  except  as  herein 
proviiled,  but  any  wooden  building  may  be  removed 
from  one  lot  to  another  lot  within  the  said  lire  limits, 
provideil  said  building  shall  be  determined  to  be  worth 
more  than  sixty  jier  cent,  of  what  it  would  cost  to 
build  a new  building  of  like  character,  the  Mayor  and 
Board  of  Works  to  determine  the  value  of  said  build 
iug  ; provided,  further,  that  the  Board  of  Works  shall 
cause  an  advertisement  to  be  inserted  in  one  of  the 
daily  newspapers  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  for  ten 
days  ot  the  name  of  the  party  applying  for  such  per- 
mit, the  iiresent  location  of  the  building  to  be  inov.-d, 
and  the  lot  on  which  it  is  proposed  to  move  the  same, 
and  in  each  case  give  the  name  and  nundier  of  the 
street,  if  )iossible,  and  all  remonstrances  against  the 
granting  of  such  permit  must  be  tiled  with  the  Board

damage  shall  have  oceurred,  nor  so  ,-is  to  occupy  a 
greater  s]iace  than  before  the  injury  thereto. 

1 1 .Sheds  not  exc  eding  twelve  feet  in  height  at  the 
pi-ak  or  highest  part  thereof,  and  privies  not  exceeding 
tj-n  feet  »i|unre  and  twelve  feet  in  height  at  the  peak, 
may  be  eoiistructed  of  wood,  and  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  by  law,  provided  that  the

the  decision  of  the  majority  of  the  persons  so  appointed 
shall  be  final  and  coiichidve,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  owner  of  any  building  before  said  reference  is 
made  to  deposit  with  Ihe  City  Clerk  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars,  which  sum  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 


reference  expenses,  and  the  remainder,  if  any,  shall 
be  returned  to  such  owner. 

i;l.  Any  owner,  builder,  or  other  person  who  shall 
own,  build,  or  aiil  in  the  erection  of  any  building,  or 
part  of  building,  within  the  said  limits  contrary  to  or 
in  any  other  manner  th.an  authorized  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  by-law,  or  who  shall  own,  remove,  or 
assist  in  removing,  any  such  building  from  without 
said  limits  into  the  same,  or  own,  repair,  or  assist  in 
repairing  any  damaged  wooden  building  contrary  in 
cith'-r  case  to  any  provision  of  this  by-law,  shall  be 
subject  to  a tine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollar.s, 
together  with  the  cost  of  prosecution,  for  the  first 
offence,  and  to  a like  fine  for  every  forty-eight  hours 
such  person  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  provi.sions  of 
this  by  law,  or  continue  in  the  violation  thereof. 

14.  Any  wooden  building  which  may  be  erected, 
enlarged,  removed,  or  repaired,  or  in  jirocess  of  erec- 
tion, enlargement,  removal,  or  repair,  contrary  to  this 
by  law,  shall  be  deemed  a nuisance,  and  upon  informa- 
tion it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  \\’orks,  after 
twenty-four  hours’  notice  to  the  owner,  occupant, 
person  in  charge,  or  builder  thereof,  to  abate  the  same, 
to  raze  sueli  liuildiiig  to  the  ground  ; the  expense 
thereof  shall  be  rejiorted  by  the  said  Board  to  the 
Common  Council  for  assessment,  or  in.ay  be  collected 
from  the  owner  of  such  building  by  suit. 

1,'i.  Every  person  keeping  or  occupying  a shop  or 
other  buil.ling  wherein  shavings  or  other  combustible 
mat.-rials  are  accumulated,  or  may  be  contained,  shall 
forfeit  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  every  neglect  to  clear 
or  remove  the  same  out  of  such  buildings  and  the 
yards  belonging  thereto  at  least  three  ti'n:s  in  each 
wiek,  jirovided  such  buildings  are  situated  within  two 
hundred  feet  of  any  other  building,  and  no  stove  shall 
be  used  in  any  such  shop  or  building  unless  the  same 
shall  be  set  in  a box  surrounded  with  fire-jiroof  material 
with  the  )ii]ie  carefully  set  up  according  to  the  jiro- 
visions  of  the  city  bj--laws,  and  no  lighted  candles 
shall  be  used  in  any  such  shop  or  building  except  they 
be  placed  in  a candlestick  made  of  a material  not 
liable  to  take  fire,  under  a penalty  of  two  dollars  for 
each  offenc.-. 

Ki.  No  person  removing  chips  or  shavings  or  other 
combustible  materials  shall  scatter  or  strew  them  in 
any  street,  or  shall  at  am  time  direct,  permit,  or 
suffer  am  chips,  shavings,  or  other  combustillc 
matter  to  be  taken,  thrown,  or  scattered  on  any  street 
or  alley  under  the  penalty  of  two  dollars  for  each 
offence. 

17.  No  person  shall  build,  or  cause  to  be  built,  a 
chimney  resting  on  any  part  of  .a  building  liable  to 
settle,  unless  such  foundation  is  perm.aiientl_\  con- 
nected with  the  walls,  under  a penalty  of  ten  dollars 
for  each  such  offence,  and  a further  sum  of  ten  dollars 
for  each  week  it  shall  remain  after  notice  given  by  the 
Chief  of  Police  or  his  assistants  to  alter  the  same 

18.  No  chimney  shall  be  coinnienced  in  any  loft, 
and  no  stove  pipe  shall  pass  through  more  than  one 
ceiling  before  entering  a chimiiey,  umler  a penalty  of 
ten  dollars  for  each  offence,  and  a further  sum  of  two 
dollars  for  every  week  either  shall  remain  after  notice 
shall  be  given  liy  the  Chief  of  Police  or  any  of  his 
assistants  to  alter  the  same. 

HI  .-Ml  iron  chimneys  conveying  smoke  from  uuy 
steam  boiler  shall  not  be  of  a less  height  than  fifty 
feet,  and  shall  have  a proper  8)iark  arrester  kipt  in 
good  order  on  the  toji,  under  a penalty  of  fifty  dollars. 

20.  All  buildings  within  the  city  having  hatches, 
hoistways,  cellar  openings,  or  other  openings  leading 
Inun  floor  to  lloor  (excejit  properly  protected  skylights) 
of  whatever  name  or  description  shall  be  provided  with 
good  substantial  shutters  or  doors  for  all  such  Inateh- 
wnys,  hoistways,  cellar  doors,  or  other  openings,  and 
the  said  shutters  or  door.s  shall  be  kejit  closed,  except 
when  in  actual  use,  from  the  hour  of  (i  a. in.  to  the 
hour  of  (i  |).m.  of  each  day. 

All  persons  violating  any  or  either  of  the  provisions 
ol  this  seetion  shall,  on  conviction,  pay  a fine  not  ex- 
ci  eding  one  hundred  dollars  with  costa,  and  shall  also, 
in  addition,  be  personally  liable  to  .all  firemen  or 
persons  in  dain.agcs  for  all  injuries  by  reason  of  sinth 
viol.'ition  or  neglect. 

21.  Ibis  By-L,aw  shall  take  cfTect  fifteen  days  from 
the  final  (.assage  of  the  saiiie. 

22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  and  Board  of 
M orks  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law.
